full pay for thirteen weeks and half 
pay for thirteen w eeks; lf from two 
to five years in the service, lull pay 
for four weeks and half pay for nine 
weeks. 
For death resulting from accident 
due to perform ance of work for the 
company, the fund 
will pay a sum 
am ounting to three years* pay, the 
maximum being $5000. In case of death 
from sickness fir accident outside the 
course of work, the paym ent will be 
one y ea r’s pay for those ten years or 
more in service and one half year’s 
ja y for those five to ten years In aer 
vice, the maximum being $2000.
